THE CHAR ACTERISTICS OF THE COLORADO 
MULE. 


Camping Out—Locating Claims—C Id Pros­ 
pectors’ Tricks—Magnificent Scenery 
—Waterfall and £torm. 


I C orrespondence of th e R scoru Unio s. 1 


C o l o r a d o (in Camp), July 30, 1882. 
A party of us, five in all, reached this 
camp on Saturday, and rolled ourselves up 
in our blankets as soon as we had eaten 
supper. 
W e are traveling on mules—a 
not particularly obnoxious method of loco 
motion except so far as concerns 


T ltK COLORADO MULE. 
This beast is eomctimes called the bcom 
erang mule, doubtless from its unhappy 
faculty of kicking round a corner and al­ 
ways returning to his owner. 
In fact I am 
assured that after once coming into posses­ 
sion of a Colorado mule, one is obliged to 
flee the country in th6 night to get rid of 
him. 
No one steals hint, it is next to im­ 
possible to sell him, and no amount of 
beating will ever induce him to leave the 
lay out he has, for the take of fleeiüg to 
evils which he knows not of. 
We have 
three of 
these 
pack 
moles 
iu 
our 
crowd and I never lay down to sleep at 
night without expecting to have my head 
kicked off before morning. 
Yet, after all, 
this much-abused beast has made Colorado 
the great mining State it now is. 
To the 
mule's tremendous staying qualities, his 
ability to live for days on very little water 
and a good deal less food, and' his patience 
and courage under adverse circumstances, 
docs the prospector owe much of the credit 
of his mineral discoveries. 
Same of tbe 
biggest mines in Colorado would still re­ 
main hidden cw&y in the mountains undis­ 
covered and inaccessible hut for the mule. 
I never lock on a block of buildings in 
Denver but I feel a respect for this patient, 
despised and much misunderstood beast of 
burden. 
These animals have been in my 
company twenty-four hours, and had suf­ 
ficient consideration for my feelings to 
spare my life, hence this panegyric; and 
may their shadows and distance from me 
never grow Icbs. 


M INERALS POR T IIE EXPOSITION. 
Camped near us are a party of miners, 
who are on their way to Denver with a dis­ 
play of minerals for the exposition, which 
opens in August. 
Their chief exhibit will 
he a mass of almost pure copper, weighing 
but little less than a ton, from a mine near 
Roaitcr. 
The specimen is well calculated 
to make an impression, and probably a sen­ 
sation, at the exhibition. 
It is drawn by 
four lazy oxeD, and at the rate they move 
I doubt very much if the ore arrives in time 
to be classified. 
The same party have 
with them a fine collection of the beautiful 
stones which abound in Colorado, and 
which when polished show a variety of as­ 
tonishingly brilliant colors, and in a cabi­ 
net have a very showy appearance to those 
unacquainted with them. 
Here, however, 
they are too common to excite comment. 


TH E SPECIM EN BUSINESS. 
This reminds me to tell you of the propor­ 
tions to which a certain business has grown 
in Colorado. 
In Denver there are half a 
dozen leading houses which are rapidly 
accumulating wealth, selling specimens of 
Colorado geology to the Eastern tourists. 
One of these traveling chaps, who will de­ 
mand a judicial investigation if he is 
charged over ten cents for a cigar, will 
readily giveSo for a piece of polished cobble­ 
stone, under the impiession conveyed by the 
seller that it is the only one left in the 
country. 
While Colorado is one of the 
richest spots on earth for odd and attract­ 
ive freaks of nature, the business is beiDg 
somewhat overdone, and some of the curious 
things, inventoried at fabulous prices, are 
really manufactured right in Denver, and 
sell readily when a high-sounding name is 
attached. 
I 
thought 
the 
climax 
was 
about 
reached 
when 
a 
dealer 
tried to sell me an American eagle for 
$25, apologizing for the steep price on 
the grounds that only a few weeks before 
it had invaded a kitchen, kidnaped a year 
old baby, and when shot at by the irate 
father, had dropped the child on a rock 
from a night of SO feet, and dashed it to 
pieces. 
No doubt an inquiry for the bones 
of the child would have caused the articles 
to have been forthcoming. 


LOCATING A COPPER M INE. 
Since Nevada speculators have palmed 
off so much worthless property in the East 
as silver mines, the Colorado miner Snds 
copper a more profitable discovery. 
The 
mineral is abundant, easy to work, and 
when found at all is in good quantity. 
A 
man goes out to locate a copper mine be­ 
fore breakfast, much as one would start out 
to catch a mess of trcut. 
McPherson, our 
cook, came into camp at 9 o’clock yester­ 
day morning, and notified us that he had 
discovered 
a 
copper 
mine 
in 
the 
spur 
of 
the 
hills. 
He 
took 
pains 
to state that he should locate and own the 
entire discovery but by threatening him with 
instant death, a ride on one of the mules 
aud some other calamities, he was induced 
to agree to “ divvy u p ” his find with the 
rest of the party. 
Iu less than an hour we 
had formed a stock company, elected the 
officers and held the first meeting. 
Acting 
oa the regular California plan, we stocked 
the mine with one 
hundred thousand 
shares, gave the discoverer ten thousand, 
and the company took the balance. 
It was 
then proposed to set aside eome stock for 
working capital, but no one wanted to sur­ 
render any of his, so wo increased the 
stock one hundred thousand shares and 
“ laid it aside.” 
No sooner was the stock 
divided up than I felt the old Nevada in­ 
stinct creeping over me. 
I consulted with 
one of the party qnietly and outlined a 
plan by which we could freeze out the bal­ 
ance of the crowd. 
He had lived in 
Virginia city in 
early daya and took 
kindly to the scheme. 
That night I 
slept a troubled sleep. 
I was think­ 
ing 
of 
the 
vast 
riches 
opening 
up 
in the mine and wondering which would 
be the shortest way to steal it bodily. 
I 
felt well assured that my partner was a 
rascal, eiae why would he consent to such 
a partnership. 
It was clear that I must 
look out for myself, or else be cheated out 
of my honest rights. 
I thought of tho 
assessment plan, by which weconld freeze 
out our partners by a collusion with the 
Secretary, who would put down onr assess­ 
ments as paid when in reality wc had put 
np nothing. 
Then I studied how I could 
throw my partner overboard, became a 
bloated mine owner, ask my fellow-citizeDS 
for office, and secure the respect and ad­ 
miration of my fellow-men. 
Then I could 
unload a few thousand shares on a grateful 
community, and live off of the assessments 
for the rest of my days, the sole owner and 
manipulator of the property. 
W hat more 
pleasing dream of opulence and contentment 
than to see a man living a life of ease and 
luxnry, while 10,090 people are sweating, 
delving, scrimping, and perchance robbing 
their fellow-men to support him. 
I was 
confident that, with the experience I had 
in Virginia City and on California street, 
I could introduce the assessment plan in 
Colorado with unquestionable enccess. 


RELOCATING. 
It was about 2 o'clock when I woke up. 
Everything was still in the camp except 
when the weird hoot of the owl, a mile 
away, called forth the answering bray of 
the mule, full cf melancholy meaning and 
melody. 
The sodden thought seized me 
that McPherson had not the time to post 
his location notice, and it might be a good 
stroke of enterprise to go and relocate 
while the rest were asleep. 
I dressed 
hastily, and stealing away, with a board 
sharpened at one end, wrote a notice on 
the smooth 
side, warning 
all 
honest 
people 
to 
respect 
my 
rights 
as 
the original 
locator. 
I 
reached 
the 
•pot, drove down my notice, piled some 
rocks about it, aod slipped back to camp, 
congratulating myself 
that I would be 
able to give my comrades a taste of Cali­ 
fornia mining that would make their eyes 
open a little. 
Next morning before the 
breakfast fire was built, McPherson asked 
who the deuce had make off with the wreck 
of a candle box. 
I remembered that I had 
seen some pieces of pine lyiDg around the 
night before, and that I had only nsed one 
to write my notice on. 
A disagreeable 
suspicion came up like the materialization 
ot Banquo at the supper seanc?, bat I 
swallowed my breakfast in ailenoe. 
In 
fact there 
was 
considerable 
quietness 
aronnd the table. 
Then McPherson pro­ 
posed to go and look at the claim, and we 
went np the hill to the plaoe be had de­ 
scribed. 
Here were my worst suspicions 
confirmed. 
Daring the night eaoh man in 
the camp had sneaked off by himself and 
planted a location notice on the hill. 
We 
looked at each other with broad grins, and 


w hat made the m atter still more aggravat­ 
ing was the fact that Mac had not discov­ 
ered any copper at all. 
Some green rocks, 
utterly worthless, had led him astray. We 
returned to camp, each of us thinking we 
had fallen in with a hard crowd, and vow­ 
ing to eschew mining in the future, on the 
California or any other plan. 


THE IDLERS’ PARADISE. 
For the last few days we have made 
very little progress on our journey toward 
the big canyons. 
In fact, we have made 
none at all. 
N ature never devised a finer 
resort for lazy people than this same spot 
where we cow cat and sleep. 
The balmy 
atmosphere, the shade of the giant pines, 
the sounds of birds beating tho air, coupled 
with the drowsy notes of insects, all tend 
to make a man put away from bis mind 
tbe baser things of earth, among which 
may be classed the annoyance of living in 
a town where you are pestered with social 
concerns and business bothers, to which 
arc incidentally added the pests who are 
continually asking you to make political 
predictions aud.outline the stock situation. 
The spot where we now rest is 0,000 feet 
above the sea level, with a stretch ot 
Bcenery before us which rivals the gran- 
deura of Yosemite, cr, at least, the popular 
and ubiquitous chromo Yosemite, which is 
thrust under our nose everywhere. 


A TECCLIAR WATERFALL. 
A solid wall of rock rises perpendicu­ 
larly behind us where, three hundred feet 
aboye, the trees appear but a green fringe. 
W e have all settled oa the idea that the 
rock is three hundred feet high ; but Mac, 
the matter-of-fact Scotchman, answers us 
that the last measurement 
which was 
made by Professor Plummer makes it but 
about half that bight. 
A waterfall comes 
down this rock, not shootiDg clear of the 
brink, but following the massy surface all 
the way, sometimes spreading out in thin 
foam, which clings like lace to the list 
stone, and then gathering in white masses 
where the moss is thickest, or a gust of 
wind disturbs tbe flow. 
Iu places the 
yellowish and green tno»3 grows in im­ 
mense 
clusters, 
and 
some of 
tho 
bunches 
project 
at 
least ten 
feet 
from 
the 
rock. 
In 
August this 
fall 
generally runs dry, and the moss grows 
steadily all winter, adhering to the rock 
with great tenacity aud attaining a stout 
growth. 
The sight of the water sifted 
through the mottled colors is novel and 
beautiful, and something to which no de­ 
scription can do justice. 
Every timo I 
look at it I feel that I would give all my 
interest in the N orth End mine ror a pho­ 
tographic whack at this rarest and loveli­ 
est of all waterfalls. 
I t is so far away 
from the ordinary tourist routes, and only 
accessible by bad roads, that few reach it. 
The average tourist who visits Colorado 
thinks that he is under bonds to go over 
the advertised routes, where the thieving 
hotel-keeper lieth in wait for his victims 
and the gigantic bed-bug maketh no dis­ 
tinction between the blue blood of Massa­ 
chusetts and the baser vitality of the 
wandering Nutmeger from Connecticut. 
The man who follows the beaten paths laid 
down in the guide-books will think life a 
burden in a few weeks, and after wrestling 
wilh india rubber pies and gutta-percha 
doughnuts fora trip, will rend his garments 
and call upon the mountains to fall on him. 


A MOUNTAIN STORM. 
Colorado is subject to sudden thunder­ 
storms which fall literally “ from a clear 
sky.” 
L ist Friday we had a royal exhibi­ 
tion of this kind. 
Up to 9 o'clock there 
was no warning. 
The sun had gone down 
ia banks of scarlet, the air was still, and 
the horizon tremulous with the electric 
glow which only tells of the heat of even­ 
ing. 
Even the old pine forest, which 
breathes with a steady respiration, seemed 
to have lost its lungs. 
This impressive 
stillness was presently interrupted by a 
rush of wind which caused the branches of 
the pines to clash together, and a sound 
was given forth such as comes from a man 
just about to rouse from a heavy sleep. 
The old forest had .wakened. 
A few 
seconds later a clap of thunder fell from 
the sky, so near that it came almost simul­ 
taneously with the flash of lightning that 
caused it. 
There were none of those pre­ 
liminary patteriugs of rain, or smothered 
growls of distant thunder which usually 
forerun the storm ; the tempest bad fallen 
upon us 
without a note of 
warainc, 
and I have no doubt but that such an affair 
of nature could have stolen a march upon 
the barometer. 
A t first the rock which 
rose behind us was a shelter from the wind, 
but the direction of the tornado, for Buch 
it grew to be, was changed and the wind 
flung the rain against the face of the rock 
until it seemed that each drop of water 
must have left its mark upon the granite. 
In an instant our tent was a mass of col­ 
lapsed canvas, not folded up after the 
manner 
of 
Longfellow’s 
Arabs, 
but 
bundled along the ground by the wind, and 
only caught sight of when the lightning 
sent its glare from above. After a few con­ 
tortions and somersaults it was flattened up 
against the rock, striking it with a sound 
that was as loud as the explosion of a gun. 


AN IM PRESSIVE SIGH T. 
The lightning which played all over the 
sky embraced every known variety that I 
had ever heard or read of—cbaiD, sheet, 
zigzag, and balls of fire. 
W e watched it 
as we crouched under the trees. 
On the 
eastern side we had an unobstructed view 
of the heavens which hung over the valley. 
It shot up from the horizou and spread 
over the sky like a mighty tree, and its 
ramifications were met with a similar form­ 
ation of fire, which streamed down from 
the dome of the heavens. 
Cimeters of 
flame clove the black atmosphere, making 
the circle of the horizon in a single sweep, 
followed instantly by successive relays of 
thunder, each of which seemed to mount 
the Beale higher and louder than its fel­ 
lows. 
I t was literally the voice of God 
speaking in tongues 
of 
fire. 
Added 
to 
this 
was 
the 
crash 
of 
the 
tempest 
through 
the 
forest, 
at 
times 
rising 
to 
a 
prolonged 
yell much as the rebel army gave forth at 
Shiloh. 
Occasionally a big pine, overpow­ 
ered by the wind or paralyzed by the thun­ 
derbolt, would leave its base and crash into 
tho surrounding ranks, carrying down half 
a dozen trees with it. 
The peculiar crack­ 
ling sound caused by a falling tree and the 
initial Dotes of the thunder were almost 
identical. 
EXIT TH E TEMPEST. 
The row of the elements lasted two 
hours, and vanished almost as suddenly as 
it came. 
From a pandemonium of thunder­ 
claps, a hurly-burly of lightning, a torrent 
of rain and confusion of shattered trees, 
came, within five minutes, almost the 
stillness which had haunted the wocds be­ 
fore. 
Little patches of moonlight were 
succeeded by a starry sky, the trees be­ 
came again motionless and tho old forest 
was again asleep. 
Nothing save the cease­ 
less drip of water from the branches was 
left to indicate what had just taken place. 
Hold ! I forgot the old tent and camp uten­ 
sils which lay npnnder the big rock. Itw as 
moraine when we got these things straight­ 
ened out, and we thanked heaven that the 
big rock was there to stop the tent from 
making a journey of fifteen or twenty miles.

POWERS OF A GREAT IRONCLAD. 


The new twin-screw doable turret vessel 
Dándolo, belonging to the Itoyal Italian 
Navy, has ju jt completed the trials of the 
machinery previous to joining the sqnadron 
in tho Mediterranean. Excepting the omis- 
s;on of the internal torpedo deck, she re­ 
sembles the sister ship Duillo in her general 
arrangement, but she has considerably sur­ 
passed her in speed. 
The Dándolo was 
built at the Royal Navy Arsenal at Spez- 
zia, ünfler tho supervision of Director Bor- 
ghi, at whose suggestion the whole of the 
bow plating is worked flush, instead of tho 
plates overlapping, as usual. 
Tho length 
ot the vessel is 337 feet 8 inches; the 
mean draught at the trials with armament 
on board was 28 feet 9 inches, giving a to­ 
tal displacement of 11,235 tons. 
Tne bat­ 
tery is heavily armored, and is placed in 
the middle of the vessel; the two turrets 
rise above the weather deck, and are placed 
diagonally in their battery, so as to enable 
all four guns to be fired fore and aft. 
The 
armor of the turrets is impenetrable to all 
except the heaviest modern artillery. Each 
turret contains two 100-ton Armstrong 
guns, made at Elswick, having a bore 
seventeen seventy-two one-hundredth inch­ 
es, throwing a shot 2,018 pounds, with a 
maximum of 511 pounds of powder, the 
ordinary charge being 335 pounds. 
Tho 
turrets and guns are moved aud worked by 
a complete system of hydraulic gear made 
at Elswick. 
The loading ia also done by 
the same means, the rammers being below 
the weather deck aud arranged to cuter 
the gun Chen the muzzles are depressed 
fOr-tbat pfirp-se. 
Between the turrets ia 
situated tho mast, which really assumes 
the function cf a look-out tower, as tuero 
are no sails. 
The Dándolo carries four large steam 
launches and eight other boats, all hung 
upon hinged davits, which are worked from 
the steam capstan, and will hoist them 
right on board. 
She is propelled by twin 
screws, worked by two independent paira 
of engines, which wtre contracted to indi­ 
cate a maximum power of 7,500 hcrees. 
These engines, together with the pumping 
and blowing engines, were constructed by 
Mandsley, Sons & Field, of London. They 
are the first compound eugines which wero 
1 ordered for the 
royal 
Italian marine, 
though they have been waiting the comple­ 
tion of the ship at Spezzia since 1876, when 
they were brought out in the royal trans­ 
port Europe. 
Each set of engines is placed 
in a separate water-tight compartment, one 
at each side of the vessel. Instead of being 
side by side, they are situated one in ad­ 
vance of tho other, the alternate spaces be­ 
ing occupied by the magazines, which ara 
placed immediately below the turrets. 
Each pair of eDgines has one high-pressure 
cylinder, 64 inches in diameter, and one 
low pressure 120 itches in diameter, with 
a stroke of four feet. 
Steam of sixty-five 
pounds pressure is supplied by eight large 
oval and 
double-ended 
boilers, having 
thirty-two furnaces in all. 
Four boilers 
are placed forward of the engines, and the 
other four afc ; but each pair of boilers ia 
contained in a separate water-tight com­ 
partment. 
The 
chimneys, which 
are 
ample iu size and hight, are bnilt of one- 
¡Dch plate from the main deck to the flying 
deck above the turrets, so as to enable 
them to withstand the great shock pro­ 
duced by the discharge of the guns. 
On 
the 25th of May the Dándolo proceeded to 
sea for her first official trial, under the 
command of Commaudante E. Acton, who 
was accompanied by Admirals M artin- 
kranklin and Caimt. 
The run to Genoa 
and back was accomplished, without stop­ 
ping, in six hours and twenty-eight minutes, 
with a mean indicated horse-power of 
nearly 7.2C0, and a maximum of 7,415 
horses, aud the speed obtained was 15J 
knots, with a consumption of 51¿ tona oí 
coal.—[London Times. 


THE 
“ B O S S ’ 
MOSQUITO 
STORY. 


The average Jersey mosquito is acknowl­ 
edged by all with whom* he has come iu 
contact to be an exceedingly bloodthirsty 
wretch ; but of all the stories related con­ 
cerning his vicious ways, in all probability 
none can equal the tale told by Captain J. 
\ \ . Anderson, of the Rritish bark Emman­ 
uel Swedenborg. 
The Swedenborg arrived 
at this port on last Saturday from Spain, 
with a cargo of iron. 
She was lying in tho 
river until yesterday afternoon, when she 
was docked at Wiliow-scieet wharf. 
Here 
it was that a Riconl man found tho amiable 
skipper iu his cosy cabin, busily engaged in 
applying poultices to his face, hands, arms, 
neck and ankles, in order to allay tho pain 
and take down the’swclling caused by tho 
bite of 
the pestiferous insects. 
"When 
questioned the Captain said : “ It was 
about 3 o clock iu the afternoon, when 
fifteen miles off Cape May, that we saw to­ 
wards the north a great cloud of insects 
bearing directly down on us. 
Tnree min­ 
utes after we sighted the moving mass our 
ship was encircled by hordes of mosquitoes. 
They must have been wearied by their loug 
flight from land, for they immediately took 
up positions on the deck, ou tho sail's and 
among the rigging. 
A t this juncture wo 
picked up a pilot, whom we eagerly be­ 
sought to explain where the visitors came 
from, but lie was too dumbfounded to mako 
any reply. 
After they began their feast 
ou the exposed parts of us helpless souls it 
was terrible. 
Some of the men cried out in 
agony at the way they were bitten. 
Go 
where they would it was all tho same. 
Down in the cabin many fled for relief, but 
it was of no avail, for it seemod as though 
there wero as many below decks as thero 
were above. I noticed all that attacked me 
were thin and mean looking. 
Some had 
bills half an inch iu length, which they in­ 
serted in one’s face and arms with marked 
viciousnesa. 
It tcok but a second or two 
for them to eat enough to fatten them be­ 
yond all belief. 
It took all our time to kill 
the critters as they alighted on us. 
A t the 
end of the first half hour they began pierc­ 
ing our clothes. 
When I found that the 
devilish fellows were crawling up my legs, 
I hastily went to the cabin aud put on a 
pair of big boots and climbed into a heavy 
winter overcoat. 
When I eallied out on 
the deck again I thought I was proof 
against tho 
bites 
of 
the mosquitoes. 
Not so, however. They managed to bother 
me almost as much as before. By this time 
many of the crew had swathed their litote» 
and necks with ahirts, leaving only space 
enough to see. 
I was driven ^ almost 
desperate, and I climbed np to tbe main­ 
top, thinking to escape the ferocious ani- 
rnals. 
You may know how glad I was 
when I found that they had not got up so 
far. 
The first mate called to me to know 
how it was up there. 
I told him to come 
up and to bring as many of the men aloft 
as could be spared. 
This he did, and there 
we staid all Dight. 
W hen supper time 
came, our Chinese cook went below and 
tilled a basket of cold victuals, which wo 
hoisted up to onr perches in the shrouds. 
The men took hour-turus in going down on 
deck and managing the vessel. 
We slept 
aloft, us we feared to venture on the deck. 
About 4 o’clock a stiff breeze sprung np, 
and the 
mosquitoes began leaving us. 
Many of them staid on the boat, however, 
until we reached Delaware. 
At the Break­ 
water I attem pted to send a dispatch to 
the consignees in Philadelphia, but my 
haads were bitten so badly 1 was ana Me to 
write, and had to get the telegraph opera­ 
tor to pen the message. 
I hope we will 
never be compelled to agaiu endure such 
torments as we were subjected to during 
the time we were on deck. 
My only fear 
was that the mosquitoes might tackle the 
pig-iron aboard and bring me out short 
with the consignees. Luckily I was spired 
this affliction.”—[Philadelphia Record.

In a portion of the South of the Union 
the dreaded yellow fever is epidemic 
The announcement of its appearance upon 
the Mexican border was aehock to the whole 
oountry. 
There was every reason to ex­ 
pect that this summer we would escape 
visitation by this pest. 
In the order of 
the calculation for its recurrence, this was 
not a year in which it should make its ap­ 
pearance, 
Here and there a few cases of 
the disease have been reported every gam­ 
mer, but it does not in each year become so 
prevalent as to create alarm. 
Throughout the length and breadth of 
the land the news of the fever in the South 
was received with the profonudest feelings 
ot sorrow. 
Kvery expression regarding 
the afflicted was one of sympathy and 
touching tenderness. 
We are a sympa­ 
thetic people ; the bonds th at unite U3 and 
make us one nation are strongly knit with 
fraternal regard. 
Say what it may of the 
almost reckless whirl of excitement in 
which ws live, the world mubt judge us as 
a pitying people, whose heroic ready and 
lavish aid to our afflicted, time and time 
again, has never had an equal in aoy other 
land. 
Oar citizens are praying all over the 
land to-day—for the heart's desire isa prayer 
—that the pestilence may not pass beyond 
the comparatively narrow limits to which 
it is now confined in Texas. 
Yet it seems 
almost too much to expect, as in no past 
year has it, when manifesting itself as now, 
confined its work to a single locality or sec­ 
tion of the Sooth. 
New Orleans has for 
four 
years 
successfully 
excluded 
this 
“ Bronze John,” as it is called, and has, in 
common with Memphis, Vicksburg and 
other Southern cities, made such sanitary* 
advances and defenses that we may in­ 
dulge in the belief, if it appear* in those 
cities during the two remaining hot months, 
it will he less virulent than formerly, and 
more easily stamped out. 
In 1S53, 1858, 18117 and 1878 New Or­ 
leans, which has now a neM* and closer 
relation to the people of this coast, was 
scourged to the quick by this pestilence, 
and it would seem as if it had been so 
sm itten by the hand of fate that mercy 
might now well interpose to prevent re­ 
newed infliction. 
Medical science 
has 
made advances nearly equal to the most 
progressive of the sciences, but it seems to 
have been balked completely by Yellow 
Jack. 
Before him it still stands abashed 
and comparatively helpless. 
Perhaps this 
is due to the fact that the dreaded disease 
has undergone changee. 
There was a time, 
says the Dallas Herald, when to l>e among 
the pineries was considered a sure ex­ 
emption ; before the war of the rebell­ 
ion it 
seldom, if ever, attacked 
the 
negro, aud a few years ago it clung only to 
the coast, or along large water courses. 
But now, we are told, negroes are attacked 
by it, it prevails in interior sections, and 
even the resinous atmosphere of the pine 
forests have borne the germs of the dieease. 
Formerly it was the ally of filth and un- 
cleauness, and spent its force where clean­ 
liness was the exception ; but in later years 
it dwelt chiefly in mansions where scrupu­ 
lous regard was paid to every sanitary pre­ 
caution. 
The truth seems to be confessed 
that the physicians are ignorant of its 
origin and the means hy which it is dis- 
ssminated. 
Certain it is that they differ 
greatly regarding it, and they are not even 
agreed ss to whether it is contagious, or 
whether to it the germ theory applies, 
altheugh it strongly resembles malarial 
affections 
in 
its symptoms, 
so much 
so, 
th at 
in 
their 
early 
stages, 
ma­ 
larial and yellow fevers aro liable to be 
mistaken one for the other. 
Yet it is 
stated th at microscopic science and medi­ 
cal investigation have discovered that in 
blood charged with malarial poison para­ 
sitic organisms, transparent and spherical, 
have been detected, and the cause of tbe 
disease thus disclosed. 
The Texas journal at hand which teems 
to be best informed as to the yellow fever 
in th at 
State, the 
Ilera/d, 
does not 
express any hope, born of belief, th at the 
fever will be speedily* driven out. 
In that 
State of great distances, spare population 
and broad areas, we should expect to see 
the fever easily confined, and to that, hope 
now clings. 
Should it, however, pass 
beyond into more thickly settled regions, 
we may expect to see it sweep over the 
South country of the lower Mississippi 
much as it did in the years already named. 
In the meantime there will be entertained 
the hope that possibly medical science 
may, in this new visitation, at last hit 
upon the means of throttling the monster 
and depriving it of power, as vaccination 
has done in the case of Bmall-pox,

VITI CULTURAL BEPORT. 


From the second annual report of the 
Board of State Viticultnral Commission­ 
ers we learn that the two years’ work of 
the Board to June 30, 1882, has prodnced 
a marked and beneficial change in the viti- 
cultural interests of the State. 
The offi­ 
cers ssy, iu that time fully 40,000 acres 
of vineyard has been added to the vine 
growing area. 
W ith the $14,000 granted 
the Board by the Legislature, it claims to 
htve been the prime cause of the planting 
of 40,000 seres with vines, the value of 
which will exceed $10,000,000 within four 
years. 
This is certainly a practical show­ 
ing, 
The report at length, and with this 
fact for a text, goes into the whole subject 
of grape growing, the insect enemies of 
the vine, the extent of our wine produc­ 
ing, raisin curing, etc. 
It is a full and 
statistical exhibit, and demands careful ex­ 
amination. 


NORTHERN 
CROPS.

for the appearance of the fleets, which 
aroused the native feeling and precipitated 
the conflict. 
W ith an unlooked-for bold­ 
ness the Saltan tells this American re­ 
porter, through the medium of the inter­ 
preter, that he looks upon England’s act 
ia forbidding the Egyptians to fortify, and 
then proceeding with the bombardment, as 
“ unjust, inhuman, and contrary to the 
“ law of nations,” 
In the light of these 
words we can hardly regard the consent of 
the Porte th at Arabi Pasha be proclaimed 
a rebel as sincere, or that it is ttue he will 
pronounce him in rebellion against the law 
of tbe Prophet, as has been intimated. 
W hatever assistance England receives from 
Turkey, it would now appear, will be of 
the milk-and-water kind. 
The Sultan has 
no heart in any steps to be taken against 
Arabi Pasha, and evidently Arabi is fully 
aware of it. 


It is proposed to build an underground 
railroad in Paris. 
The cost of its construc­ 
tion is put at $30,000,000. 
The amount of capital subscribed thus 
fsr for Mr. Kavanash’s Irish Laud Corpo­ 
ration scheme is £274,000. 
A coming marriage is announced between 
the fifth daughter of tbe Frankfort Roths­ 
childs and the Prince of Wagram, brother, 
in-law of Prince Murat. 
There is an American colony ia Bsrlin, 
including 200 native born members. About 
50 of there are students at the University, 
at the Veterinary School, and at the con­ 
servatories. 
There are also many German- 
Americans who belong rightly to the col­ 
ony. 
A memorial tablet will be placed in 
W estminster Abbey in honor of the late 
Colonel Chester, who was the editor aud 
annotator of the Abbey registers. 
Colonel 
Chester was an American, though long a 
resident in England. 
Upon genealogical 
questions his authority was unrivaled. 
The World, of London, states that it is 
Lord Elcho’s practice, when others seek to 
lead him, to resent the insult “ by seeming 
to follow them for a while, and then turn­ 
ing round and firing a revolver in their 
faces.” 
It is hard to see how his Lordship 
can gracefully execute this curious move­ 
ment. 
There is about to be formed in Great 
Britain a “ Green Riband ” army, composed 
of all members of the Roman Catholic tem ­ 
perance organizations throughout the king­ 
dom. 
A green riband will be worn at the 
button-hole by each member of the army. 
There is already in active work a “ Blue 
Riband ” army. 
_ There are now nearly fifty public libra­ 
ries in the villages of one department in 
Franoe. Thirty-four of these are communal 
libraries, and are paid for out of the funds 
of the commune. 
The others are kept up 
by private subscription. 
An annual sub­ 
sidy of $100 is granted to all alike. In Paris 
there are seven public libraries, and the 
Bibliothique Nationale contains 2,000,000 
volumes. 
At the Masonic obsequies in memory of 
Garabaldi, held in a building at Monte­ 
video, South America, an alarm of tiro was 
given, and 300 
panic-strickcn 
persons 
rushed for the narrow staircase leading to 
the door. 
Twenty persona were trampled 
to death, and ten others were almost killed. 
A public funeral of the victims followed 
this holocaust on the next day. 
The fire 
was caused by an oil lamp falling on a cat­ 
afalque. 
^ A correspondent eulogizes, in one of the 
English papers, the ccolnesc, pluck, and 
steadfast reliance on England exhibited by 
the Khedive during the recent Egyptian 
crisis. 
His Highness has won, declares 
this correspondent, the sympathy and ad­ 
miration of the whole nation. 
Yet there 
are persons who described the Khedive as 
a cowardly nobody. 
I t should be added 
that this correspondent takes pains to say 
that he is not an Egyptian bondholder. 
The parajptpher of Truth, in London, 
addresses his confrere of the World, the 
anti-American and equally personal Ed­ 
mund Yates, after this fashion : 
“ My 
dear Edmund, that story of yours last 
week, ‘so true and quite the best joke of the 
season,' was told to me when I was a little 
boy in ashort tunic and white drawers with a 
frill, and it had been rehashed up in a 
sporting paper only a fortnight ago. W hat 
with you and your best stories of the sea­ 
son, and my old friend Punch and his gon­ 
dola anecdotes, my letter-box will have to 
be enlarged. ” 
An English journalist—who is apparently 
well informed—points out that, whereas in 
the United States the prevalent saying is, 
“ Let’s take a drink,” in France it appears 
to be, “ Let’s take an oath.” For instance, 
when M. Ferry concluded his oration at the 
tomb of Michelet the other day, he ex­ 
claimed instinctively, “ Let us take an 
oath.” 
The veracious journalist who is 
quoted declares that the whole population 
of Paris goes out occasionally to take an 
oath on the Uhamps de Mars. 
The French 
should adopt the word of Hamlet, “ Sw ear!”

T hat is very strange language which we 
find in the San Francisco CalL 
Judge 
Field rendered a decieion in the United 
Circuit Court that nullifies a practically 
prohibitive ordinance in San Francisco 
against Chinese laundries.

mits that it must accept the decision, and 
take it as the law ; but it says judicial 
opinions may be set aside by concentrating 
upon them public attention, and then it 
advises the people to “ concentrate, ” etc. 
The point of the article is, however, aimed 
at the Democratic friends of the paper, 
whom it warns not to make a blunder by 
defending Judge Field’s decision ; aud that 
simply because be is “ a sometimes-talked- 
“ of-Presidential aspirant” on the Demo­ 
cratic side, they should not therefore allow 
their judgm ent of the decision to be 
affected.

W e know it is fashionable for people to 
talk about the great monopolies, the rail­ 
roads, and show how they are tapping the 
life-blood from the farmers by arranging 
facilities for transporting wheat worth 40 
cents a bushel in store pay, without rail­ 
roads, to a market where the farmer real­ 
izes nearly $1 a bushel in cash. 
Demagogues ring the changes on these 
monopolies, tell hnw the directars ride in 
palace cars and drink wine, though they 
never mention the fact that the railroads 
have made it possible for farmers to give 
up driving ox-teams and ride after horee* 
that can tro t in 2:40. 
W e presume that railroad managers like 
to get a pretty good dividend on their in­ 
vestments, but do they get a better divi­ 
dend than farmers do on some of their in­ 
vestments ? Do you know* of any farmer 
that ever complained that his products 
were selling too high ? 
If you complain at 
payiog $8 for a jag of crow’a-nest wood 
during a snow blockade, does be argue with 
you to show that he is a monopoly, or does 
he tell you that if you don't want the 
wood, you needn’t have it ? 
These monopolies have taken the coun­ 
try when it was as weak as gruel, and 
hoisted it by the slack of the pants to the 
leading position among nations. 
Tbe mo­ 
nopolies have built their track all over 
God’s creation, where land could cot be 
given away, have hanled emigrants out 
there and set them up in budicess, and 
made the waste places of the Government 
valuable. 
They have made transportation 
so cheap that the emigrant from Germany 
of last year can send wheat from Dakota 
to the Fatherland, and Bismarck and King 
William can get it cheaper than they can 
wheat within a mile of their castles. 
These monopolies th at the played-out 
nine-spot anti-monopoly leagues are howl­ 
ing against have made the country what it 
is, and if there is anybody in this country 
that don't like it, they can get emigrant 
tickets and go to Germany or Norway and 
take the places of the men that monopolies 
are causing to settle here. 
Of course we 
could still run railroads better than the 
owner* run them, but as long as we have 
not got money enough to buy them we had 
better shut up our yaup and let the rail­ 
road men do what they please with their 
own, as long as they permit the country to 
prosper as it is prospering now. 
Tne anti­ 
monopoly leaguers had better go to driving 
street cars.—1 Peek’s Sun. 


W hy B uildings B urn —The cause of 
nine-tenths of the fires in New York dur­ 
ing the last thirteen years was careless in 
some form, as appears from the reports of 
the Fire Commissioners. 
Of 17,500 fires 
4,600, or about one fourth, were caused by 
gross 
carelessness 
in 
throwing 
away 
matches, lights, cigars, hot ashes, etc. 
Another fruitful canso of fires, due to neg­ 
lect rather than actual carelessness, was 
that of foul chimneys. 
Coal-oil lamps 
caused 1,287 fires and children playing 
with matches 887. 
Over 900 fires were 
oaused by curtains being fired by gas jet**, 
and several hundred were dne to ignorance 
or carelessness in bnilding flues and fur­ 
naces and erecting stoves. 
A great deal tf 
the money lost through carelessness might 
be saved if everybody could be made as 
careful in preventing fires as they are 
ready to help in putting them oot after 
they are started. -[Philadelphia Ledger.

Two requests of the same nature as that made 
to Collector Webster have been decided ad 
vireely by tbe Treasury Department, and it 
appears that the law is to be rigidly en­ 
forced.

An ex 
animation of his state room showed his 
articles of wearing apparel to be in such a 
condition that there could be no doubt that 
be had jumped oveiboard, it is supposed from 
the stern of the vessel. He had been seen on 
board about ten or fifteen minutes before 
The St. Paul immediately put back to St. 
Michael*, aud orders were left with the 
Alaska Company’s agent to use all endeavors 
to recover the body. The Bishop had not 
seemed right the day preceding the sailing of 
the Rteamer, having made some curious re* 
nuarks, but no particular notice was taken of 
thsm. 
He haa been troubled for yeara with 
frequent rushing of blood to the head. 
Bishop Nestor was 56 years of age, aud a 
native of Archangeleb, Northern Rusria. He 
was at one time a Lieutenant on board a 
Russian man-of-war. 
He has been iu the 
ministry of the Orthodox Russian Church 
twenty years, anJ was made a Bishop 
in 18(8. Three years ago he was appointed 
Bishop of Alaska, and made his headquarters 
in ihis city. 
He was much l>ved by all who 
knew him, and it is said that a'iao»t the en­ 
tire amount of his salary was distributed by 
him among the poor. At the Russian Church 
°n Powell street, to-morrow morning, a re­ 
quiem mass will be begun at 10 o’clock, and 
a requiem mass will be sung at about 12 
0 ciock.

F l i e s a n d t h e C a s to r o i l P l a n t . — 
Observations made by M. Hafford, a mem* 
ber of the Societe de Horticulture at Lim­ 
oges, show that a castor-oil plant (Ricinui 
Communú) having been placed in a room 
infested with flie3, they disappeared as by 
enchantment. 
Wishing to ascertain the 
cause, he soon found under the castor»oil 
plant a number of dead flies, while a large 
number of bodies remained clinging to the 
under surface of tho leaves. 
It would, 
therefore, appear that tbe leaves of the 
castor-oil plant give out an essential oil or 
some toxic principle which possesces strong 
insectide qualities. 
Castor-oil plants are in 
France very much used as ornamental 
plants in rooms, and they resist well vari­ 
ations of atmosphere and temperature. As 
the castor-oil plant is much grown and 
cultivated in all gardens, the Journal 
d Agriculture point# out that it would be 
worth while to try decoction# of the leaves 
tbe green flies and other insect# 
which in summer are #o destructive to 
plant# and fruit trees. 
The plant ia also 
common enough in this country, and read­ 
ers can therefore readily test the accuracy 
of these French reporta.

W a s h e d a n d UNWASHu/Burrea.—The 
difference between washed and unwashed 
butter is analagous to the difference be­ 
tween clarified and unolarified sugar. 
The 
former consists of pure saccharine matter, 
whi’e the U tter, though lesa sweet, has a 
flavor in addition to that of pure butter, 
which many people like when it is new! 
Washing removes all this foreign matter, 
and leaves only the taste of the butter puré 
and simple. 
Those who prefer the taste of 
the butter to I hat of the former ingredients 
mixed with it like the washed butter best. 
The flavor of butter consists of fatty mat­ 
ters, which do not combine with water at 
all, and therefore cannot be washed away 
by it. 
The effect of washing upon the 
keeping qualities of butter depends upon 
the purity of the water used. 
If the water 
contains no foreign m atter that will affect 
the butter it keeps the better for having 
the butterm ilk washed out instead of 
worked out. 
Evidently the grain of the 
batter will be more perfectly preserved if 
the butterm ilk be preserved by careful 
washing. 
The grain is such an important 
factor in the make-up of fine butter that it 
is necessary we should be very particular 
not to injure it in any way if we would 
excel in butter-making.-—[American Dairy­ 
man.

A considerable portion of ycstercay was 
occupied, in the Superior Court before Judge 
Denson, in the argument of an im portant 
question under the insolvency law of 1880. 
The question arose in the case of Jsm es 
Humphries vs. H is Creditors, upon an order 
against a Constable to show cause why he 
should not pay certain money collected upon 
execution sales and held in his hands, into 
the hands of the assignee in insolvency. 
W . 
A. Anderson and S. S. H oll represented the 
alleged contemptuous officer, and L. S. Tsylor 
the assignee of the insolvent. 
I t appeared by 
the return of the counsel for the Constable, 
that w hat money he did have was obtained 
by virtue of execution sales frcm Justices’ 
Court, in favor of W . C. Crossett, upon suits 
instituted prior to the filing of the debtor’s 
petition in insolvency, and upon judgments 
obtained before the publication of any notice 
of such filing ; also, th at said judgments were 
upon claims incurred prior to the passage of 
tbs insolvency law. 
I t was argued by M r. Anderson aud Mr. 
Holl th at the A ct of April 16, 1880, known 
as the “ insolvency law,” was intended to re­ 
vise the whole system in all m atters or pro­ 
ceedings in insolvency. 
T hat it is an inde­ 
pendent and separate law, constituting an 
entire system, and not supplementary to or 
amendatory of any former Act. 
T hat Buch 
being tbe case, any contracts entered into 
prior to the passage of th at A ct could not 1» 
affected by it. 
T hat indebtedness due to 
creditors which was incurred prioi to June 
16, 1880, (the time said A-ct went into effect) 
could be enforced just the same aa though no 
proceedings in insolvency had been instituted. 
Ib a t any other view would recognize the 
right of a State to pars laws impairing tbe 
obligation of a contract. 
The second propo­ 
sition was th at no notice having been pub­ 
lished, or brought to the Court wherein the 
suits were being carried ou, prior to the entry 
of judgment. 
T hat such act did not amount 
to an adjudication within contemplation of 
law. 
M r. Taylor contended th at only the remedy 
was affected, and that the creditor had no 
mote nor no less rights under the Act of 1880 
than he had uuder the repealed A cts; that it 
never was the intention of the Legislature to 
limit the operation of the Act of 1880 to 
claims incurred after its passage. 
T bat the 
Oonstab'e was in contempt, and should be 
oompelied to pay all the money iato Court, to 
be distributed among creditors pro rats. 
Judge Densnn intim ated th at upon the 
construction of h 
A ct cf 1889 he was in­ 
clined to the opinion th at Ihe position as­ 
s imsd by Mr. Anderson and Judge Holl w s 
the «Jorree: or.e ; but with rtgard to what 
constituted adiiulicatiun, v i hin tl 6 meani g 
of the A ct i f 1880, he would allow both par­ 
ties to file briefs. 
Brief for the assignee to 
be presented to-morrow, and by counsel on 
the other side one day later, unlil which time 
the cree n a i taken under advisement. 
This is a question th at will affect many 
cases of insolvency, io case the Court holds 
tbat all indebtedness incurred prior to June 
16, 1880, cannot be affected or released by 
prosee dings iu insolvency.

EX-SENATOB THURMAN. 


E i-S m ato r Allen G. Thurman, of Ohio, a 
gentleman held in high esteem by both 
political parties, a td a statesman of Darning, 
experience and lefty character, is a native of 
the State of \ irgioia. He was bcrn a t Lynch­ 
burg, November 13, 1813, 
W hen four years 
old, bis home was changed to the State of 
Ohio. 
He received a thorough education, 
studied law, anil was admitted to the Bar 
when 22 years of age. 
A fter having practised 
law for tome years a t Columbus, Ohio, he 
was returned ca Representative to the Twenty- 
ninth fosgress. 
In 1851, be was elected a 
Judg» of the Supreme Court of Ohio, aud 
was Chief Justire in the same Court fr>m 
1854 to 1856. 
H e was a candidate for tbe 
Governorship of the State in 1867, but was 
defeated. 
A year iater he was elected a 
U nited States Senator, and took his seat 
M arch 4, 18C9; he was re-elected in 1874, 
and his second term of service expired March 
3, 1831.

Official Statement of Becect Events In 
Egypt—Fngllab Intel ventlon Denounced 
¿By Telegraph.) 
New Y ork Au¿u*t 14 h.—The Herald?$ 
Constant!.r pie special says: Tne following 
ia a tranrlalijii frr.ru the Turkish i f the state­ 
ment d-avro up by L'rbid Kffen ii by command 
if the S altan: 
L ssi year A c h ietA ra b i, 
then Cob n 1 in the E ?IP >*n army, was dia 
pleased at tiodiug that in all the public office* 
in E gypt there were n great m m y foreigner*, 
especially Koglieb and Frencb, who enjoyed 
extravagant ealoriek Lut did no work. These 
gentlemen, supported by th-ir Consuls and 
by the Controllers, evemnally acquired very 
great intluei ue in the Egyptian adminUtra- 
tio r. 
Ainui, tronbleJ by this state of affair*, 
began by f irrning a party, and said th at the 
Knedive shoaid take the necessary step* to 
pnt an end to tbij state of tbiugs, th at had 
in no way re*uited from any stipulation or 
agreement, for a* to th at m atter, Arabi al- 
w ata recognizsd the respect due to the con­ 
ventions. 
The Mia liter of W ar at -that time, Osman 
Pasha Uelki, a Circassian hy birth, had im­ 
prisoned Arabi, together with two of his 
cnn.pi'iocs, Abbrl A il Bey and Ali Bey 
Fehuii. Tne same day two regimeuls marched 
to the W ar Office in order to set free their 
chiefs. 
By this act Arabi won the confidence 
of the whole army, and after a few months 
Arabi with bis regiment surrounded the 
Khedive's l'alace of Abdin, and demanded a 
Convention oi the Camber of Delegates and 
a change of the M inistry. 
His Majsaty, the 
Sultan, then sent to Cairo two Coinmi.-sion. 
ers, Ali Viaarai Pash* and Ali Fuad B.“y. 
A t th at time the Khedive granted Arabi'a 
demand, and the Chamber of Delegates was 
convoked and the M inistry changed 
It was 
then that Arabi entered the Cabinet as M ia 
inter of W ar and M arine: alter which the 
disagreement between the Khedive and Arabi 
Pasha was removed. 
The Chamber of Dele­ 
gates Degan its woik by examining the propo 
sitions of the Cabinet befoie it considered the 
budget, and it was this that gave rise to the 
report that the Chamber wanted to interfere 
with the functions of the Controllers. 
This 
report was denied by the Chamber. 
Arabi 
Pasha desired to send several Circassian off 
cera on duty in the >Scudan, but these office» 
did not want to go to Soudan, and some 
twenty-eight of them assembled together in 
order to offer to Arabi a petition. 
Arabi 
believed th at these office» were about to 
make an attem pt against his life and had 
them put in prison. 
The Court-martial de­ 
cided to exile them to Samian. 
The sentence 
of the Court-martial was presented to the 
Khedive, who wished to commute it. 
Arabi and the Cabinet opposed this, and 
the relaticiu between the Khedive and the 
Cabinet began to be strained. 
Finally the 
Khedive banished the Circassian officers to 
Constantinople. 
I t was in reference to this 
m atter, which had no international or im­ 
portant signification, that France and Eng­ 
land began to send their ships to Alexandria. 
The Im perial Government several times had 
pointed out to the Powers that the sending of 
the tKet would aggravate the situation and 
perhaps trouble the tranquillity of the coun­ 
try. 
All such legitimate steps led to no re­ 
sole. 
His M ajesty, the Sultao, then sent to 
Egypt the Commission, of which Dervisch 
Pasha, Lsbid Effeudi and Sheikh Ahmed 
Essad were members, for the parpesi of biing- 
iog about a reconciliation between the Khe­ 
dive and his Cabinet. 
Arabi Bey declared to the Turkish Com- 
mi-sioners that he only wanted the main, 
tenance of the tights in Egypt of his M a­ 
jesty, the Sultan, the continuation of the 
lirmans, the maintenance of the status quo, 
and tne prevention of all abuses on the part 
or foreigners which do not form a part of the 
International Conventions. 
Three days after their arrival in E gypt the 
Commissioners succeeded i i reconciling the 
two parties, but unfortunately the presence 
of the tisets and the simple dispute between 
a Maltese and a donkey boy brought about 
the regretable events at Alexandria. 
Every­ 
body agrees th at there was no premeditation 
on the part of the Egyptians ; tiiat the Arabe 
only fought with sticks, and that the Egypt­ 
ian army, considered a rebellious body, ener­ 
getic rlly acted in suppressing the massacre, 
it has also been proved th at among the 
Egyptian dead and wounded many bore the 
marks of bayonet wounds. 
As soon as the 
news of this disaster reached the Khedive at 
Caiio his Highness, together with the Com­ 
missioners of his M ajesty, the Sultan, and 
the Egyptian Cabinet, hastened to Alexan­ 
dria and took the necessary steps to re-estab­ 
lish order and arrest the guilty. 
The Khedive convoked a tribunal to judge 
these implicated in the diaordr rs, but the 
CudsuIs of France and Euglaud having re­ 
fused to be represented in this tribunal, the 
u'her Consu* were also obliged to follow the 
same line of conduct. 
The refusal cannot be 
explained, unless by their evil intent. 
Arabi Pasha officially declared th at he 
would submit to the orders i f his M ajesty ti e 
Bullan, and his Highness the Khedive, and 
all the X itaflis Tne Chiefs of the tribes and 
t ie U emas ami Doctors of Reli,iou, declar d 
th at they would submit to the orders of the 
Khedive. 
Iu the meantime the Khedive in­ 
trusted Kagheb PaSba with ihetaek of form­ 
ing a new M inistry, 
The President of the 
Council announced in his programme the 
maintenance cf the sovereignty of his M ajesty 
the Sultan. 
In the programme a full am­ 
nesty had been granted to all persons except 
those who had been implicated in the affair 
of 
Alexandria. 
Although 
the 
necessary 
measures had been taken to m aintain public 
order, and although Arabi Pasha had de­ 
clared th at he was ready to obey the orders 
of his M ajesty the Sultan, and of his H igh­ 
ness the Khedive, the foreigners had com­ 
menced to qnit and continued to quit the 
country. 
The C. inula who understood the 
tffurts of the Khedive and Cabinet to pre­ 
serve order, were unable to prevent this emi­ 
gration, and it is even believed th at they 
aided it, and recent events strengthen this be­ 
lief. 
We thus see th at the Khedive and the Cab­ 
inet managed to establish order and prevent 
emigration, but certain instigators and the 
refusal of the Consuls to take part in judging 
of the guilty, proves the existence of a de­ 
termination not to allow the Egyptian ques­ 
tion to ba closed. 
When all was over and the army had sub­ 
mitted, Admiral Seymour assumed a threat­ 
ening attitude. 
A t first he insisted th at the 
fortifications were being repaired. 
The Khe­ 
dive declared th at although England made 
military preparations in England, and even 
un board the ships of war is Alexandria har- 
l>->r. yet the Egyptian Government and army, 
who only desired to maintain the tía tus quo, 
made no prep irations whatever. 
After this 
a suranca Admiral Seymour reitera e l tie 
a i e threat—that is to say, he declared that 
unless preparations had ceased within twen­ 
ty-four hours he would open fire on the forte. 
The Khedive and the Cabinet again reiter­ 
ated their declaration, and proposed to Ad­ 
miral Seymour that they should go together 
over the fortifications in urder to prove th at 
i o preparations were being made. 
The Admiral refused, and, after twenty- 
fcur hours had elapsed, sent an ultimatum, 
iu which he required that the fortifications 
should be dismantled and surrendered to him 
within twenty-four hoars. 
The Khedive 
hastened to show th at he could not accede to 
this invitation, for he did not understand the 
motive for it, and the Admiral, four hours 
before the expiration of the period of delay 
fixed'by himself, trampled under foot the 
principles of individual rights and began the 
bombardment. 
There is even another fact which is most 
remarkable. 
N ot only did the English and 
French refuse to tend delegates to the tribu­ 
nal in order to judge the persons implicated 
• in the Alexandria riot, but, during the bom­ 
bardment, the English Admiral fired upon 
the boat that contained the prisoners arrested 
after the Alexandria riot. 
This resulted in 
the death of some of tbe prisoners and the 
fl gbt of the other*.

In th e days of 
Henry V III. no fireplace was allowed at 
the U niversity of Oxford. 
Indeed, it was 
not until the beginning of the sixteenth 
cm tn ry th at the old state of things—a fire 
in the center of the hall, th e smoke escap­ 
ing through the roof—was altered. 
An 
exam ination of th e chim neys in the great 
hall of m anor houses will prove th a t they 
m nst have been inserted about this period.

The ranch contains (i.COS acres of 
land, m nch of which is in an advanced 
state of im provem ent. 
Carmel river has 
more than sufficient volume to supply the 
needs of M onterey and Hotel del Monte. 
A dam to store the w ater will be con­ 
structed a t once. 
The line of twelve-inch 
pipe from the dam to M onterey will be 
fourteen miles long, and the cost has been 
estim ated at $110,000. 
O utside of this 
purchase the railroad company own a con­ 
siderable quantity of land in M onterey 
connty, the acquisition of the Los Laureles 
Kancho bringing the acreage of their pos­ 
sessions up to about 15,000 acres. 
The 
company have had plana drafted for im ­ 
provements iu the hotel. 
They will shortly 
increase the building so th at over 100 ad­ 
ditional rooms and parlors will be added to 
those already íd use. 
The w ork will be 
begun about the holidays, so as to he com­ 
pleted before the next season opens.
